Getting drug addicts off 
the street and into hospi- 
tals for treatment is a top 
priority in the war against 
drug abuse being waged by 
Congress, 

The House of Represen- 
tatives took a step in the 
right direction last week 
with its overwhelming ap- 
proval of a bill authorizing 
the Veterans’ Adminis- 
tration to treat any 
serviceman or ex-service- 
man with an addiction pro- 
blem regardless ofthe type 
of discharge he holds, 

The bill, which passed 
379 to 0, clears up the con- 
fusion about honorable and 
dishonorable discharges 
and eligibility for treat- 
ment of drug addiction, 

As the law now stands, 
a person with an honorable 
discharge who becomes an 
addict after he is separated 
from military service is 
eligible for treatment ina 
VA facility, 

The same is true for a 
person who became addic- 
ted to drugs while in the 
service but was honorably 
discharged without the ad- 
diction being detected. 

However, if a service- 
man’s addiction is discovy- 
ered while he is on active 
duty and he gets into legal 
trouble by violating other 
laws, thereby gettinga dis- 
honorable discharge, he is 
not eligible for treatment 
in a VA facility. 

H.R, 9265 is intended to 
protect society from crime 
and abuse by drug users, 
many of whom have picked 
up the habit while serving 
in the Armed Forces, and 
particularly while serving 
in Vietnam, 

It is of little concern to 
a person who is attacked or 
robbed by a drug addict 
whose addiction began in

In Pennsylvania: for ex- 
ample, where compulsory ve- 
hicle inspection is a semi- 
annual affair, authorities say 
one out of every three cars 
needs brake service, In a 
large city, compulsory inspec- 
tion turned up a 30 percent 
rate on brake defects, 

A random check of ears by 
a leading automotive busi- 
ness Magazine showed every 
Second car in need of brake 
attention. Defects ranged 
from minor pedal adjust- 
ments to replacement of criti- 
cal parts, and two out of five 
1eeded relining, 

In California, the State 
Highway Patrol conducted a 
study to determine the causes 
of some 400 accidents, They 
found that 115 cars had de- 
fects, over one-third of them 


brakes caused 12 out of 27 
accidents. 

Compulsory inspections do 
help to find these defects, but 
not all states have such in- 
spections, and not all drivers 
are conscientious about check- 
ing their brakes. So, what can 
you do to be on the safe side? 
Just keep a careful eve on the 
other fellow, and  double- 
check your own brakes regu- 
larly.

Fire Ant Control 


In 1961, Mirex was pla- 
ced on the recommended 
list of materials used to 


control fire ants instead” 


of Heptachlor and has been 
used on about 50 million 
acres in the U, S, since 
1962, says Talmadge Balch, 
Extension pesticide educa- 
tion specialist. This sub- 
stitution was made because 
Heptachlor caused damage 
to some wildlife, 

The main advantage of 
Mirex--a bait impregnated 
onto corn cob grit--is that 
fire ants remove it from 
above ground into the ant 
mound within a few hours, 

Mirex toxicity to man- 
mals is much less than 
other control measures for 
the imported fire ants, 
Balch adds, So, Mirex is 
still registered by the fed- 
eral government for fire 
ant control, and it’s still 
the choice chemical for use 
to cotitrol fire ants in pas- 
ture and hay crop areas, 
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did meet on Tuesday after- 
noon and approved a con- 
ditional grant of $30,000 
providing the three school 
systems could produce the 
additional money needed to 
keep the buses operating 
just as they have done in 
the past. The resolution 
was presented by Com- 
missioner Flournoy Whit- 
man and read in part: 
“Therefore Resolved by

Incentives 
Urged For 


Pollution Conirol 


A “pollution tax’ won't 
help control pollution, the 
National Association of Man- 
ufacturers told the Joint Eco- 
nomic Committee of Congress. 

Testifying before a sub- 
committee hearing, H. C. 
Lumb, the NAM witness, 
said the principal obstacle to 
even greater pollution control 
expenditures by industry is 
the generation of enough cash 
to pay for these nonproduc- 
tive facilities. “Taking money 
away from industrial com- 
panies in the name of +: ix on 
pollution would harn. the 
cause of pollution control,” 
he said. 

As a constructive alterna- 
tive, Mr. Lumb advocated tax 
incentives for industry for 
costs of installing pollution 
control facilities. “The in- 
centives should take the form 
of accelerated amortization 
up to and including immedi- 
ate write-off of the facilities, 
at the option of the taxpayer; 
and tax credits to companies 
which expend private capital 
for such facilities,” he said. 


Spending Plans 


The NAM witness said that 
industry plans to spend $926 
million this year on pollution 
control research and develop- 
ment. “It is impossible to 
understand how industry 
could spend even more if it 
had money siphoned away by 
an additional tax on its op- 
erations,” he said. 

Mr. Lumb, who is Vice 
President, Corporate Rela- 
tions and Public Affairs, 
Republic Steel Corp., said 
industry is not interested in 
“a license to pollute.” 

“This year U.S. industry is 
spending $3.6 billion on new 
pollution control facilities in 
addition to the hundreds of 
millions of dollars it spends 
every year operating billions 
of dollars worth of pollution 
control equipment already in 
place,” he said. 

Mr. Lumb said that pro- 
ponents of a pollution tax ap- 
pear to favor it on the basis 
of “their disappointment with 
the results of the regulatory 
approach” in controlling pol- 
lution. “What they overlook 
is that ‘pollution resulting 
from manufacturing opera- 
tions is only one segment of 
the total pollution problem,” 
he said. “Government figures 
indicate that manufacturing 
activities contribute less than 
20 percent of total air pollu- 
tion. Industrial water pollu- 
tion is but one fraction of a 
total which includes pollution 
from municipal, recreational, 
agricultural, and natural 
sources.
